Washington, (N E A )— The 79th 
Congress appropriated m ore 
than 
$10,000,000,000 to be spent on v e t­ 
erans for the liscal year of 1946- 
47. T h at’s alm ost one-third of the 
entire national 
budget 
for 
the 
year. 
And in addition 
to cash, 
im ­ 
portant im provem ents w ere m ade 
in m any of the laws dealing w ith 
veteran a1 fairs. 
The 
m a jo r veterans’ organiza­ 
tions, acting together on the im ­ 
portant bills and alone on

legislation,

practically 
everything they asked for from 
the congressmen. 
Next to th e victory on term inal 
pay for enlisted men. the v eteran s’

COST $47,305 


Case Load And Expense 
Above That Of Year 
Ago In County. 


The number of cases in Delta 
county increased by 50 and 
the 
welfare cost has gone up propor­ 
tionately over one year ago, ac­ 
cording to figures released by A. 
M. Gilbert, director of the County 
Social Welfare Board. 
The total 
welfare expenditures in the coun­ 
tv for June were $47,305.74 com­ 
pared with $42,442.84 for the same 
month last year, the report shows. 
In June of this year there were 
1,015 cases of old age assistance, 
aid to dependent children and aid 
to the blind, and the cost was $36,- 
998.70. These programs are finan­ 
ced equally by state and federal 
funds. Last year in June there 
were 989 cases and the cost was 
$31,882.30. 
The number 
of 
direct 
relief 
cases increased from 
261 
a< of 
June last year to 285 last month, 
and the cost increased from $5.- 
038.98 to $6,802.91. Direct relief is 
financed by 
state 
and 
county 
funds. 
Twenty-three persons 
(12 
in­ 
mates and ll patients) were cared 
for at the county infirmary last 
month, compared with 26 one year 
ago. Administrative cost 
of 
the 
social welfare program 
for 
the 
county was reduced 
to $1.235.7.. 
last month compared to $1.387 77 
for June a year 
ago. 
Infirmary 
and administrative costs are paid 
wholly by the county.

RUSSIANS WILL 
GET PETSAMO 


Ice-Free 
Port 
Is 
Lost 
To Finland Under 
Peace Treaty 


Washington, D. C.—By receiv­ 
ing the Petsamo region from Fin­ 
land under the 
proposed 
peace 
treaty, Soviet Russia obtains an 
ice-free port which was formerly 
the Finns’ “ back door’’ 
on 
the 
Arctic Ocean 
Although Petsamo was Finland’s 
northernmost harbor; it was the 
only one that 
remained 
usable 
(throughout the year, says the Na­ 
tional Geographic Society. 
The 
Gulf 
Stream, 
hugging 
Arctic 


shores, warms the waters of the 
bleak fjord while Finnish harbors 
on the Baltic nearly 
700 
miles 
south freeze solidly at times 
in 
the winter. 
While Finland and Russia were 
at 
war, 
Petsamo 
sprang 
into 
prominence as a trade door to Fin ­ 
land and as a target for Soviet 
bombs. 
German 
planes 
based 
there attacked convoys bound for 
Russia’s near-by port 
of 
M ur­ 
mansk. 
The region inland from Petsamo 
formerly formed a narrow corridor 
from the Arctic to Finland prop­ 
er. 
The Arctic Highway, 
“ Fin­ 
land’s Burma Road,” ran through 
this corridor to connect with the 
country’s rail system. 
Also situated in the 
Petsamo 
corridor are rich copper and nick­ 
el mines, the latter owned largely 
by a Canadian combine. 
The U. 
S. S. R has agreed to 
buy 
the 
mines from the Canadians. 


The treeless interior is sparse­ 
ly populated by Lapps, who, un­ 
like their nomadic tent-dwelling 
brothers in other parts of Scandi­ 
navia, live in log cabins. They sur­ 
vive chiefly by means of a rein­ 
deer economy, but also they farm 
and fish. 
Along the fjorrds, fishing is the 
principal occupation not only of 
the Lapps but of the Finns who 
live in this far north land. 
The Petsamo 
region, 
smaller 
than Connecticut, had a prewar 
population of about 3,400, includ­ 
ing a few hundred Russians. 
It 
has changed hands on 
frequent 
occasions. 
During one chapter of 
its history it was known as “ the 
common land,” because Russians, 
Swedes. Norwegians, and Finns all 
claimed ownership. 
Finland had 
possessed the slice of land since 
1920, when the Soviets turned it 
over to the new republic. 
Rus­ 
sians call the area “ Pechenga.”
